Dazec! infused 


Craving booze with a little more juice? Follow these steps to give your cocktails a personalized kick 


By Rich Goldsmith 

FOR REDEYE 

Tea, jalapeno, bacon—you name the ingre- 
dient, and it can be used to add flavor to 
alcohol. 

Sometimes those flavors are spectacular; 
sometimes they’re spectacular failures. 

When done right, infused liquors —creat- 
ed by placing ingredients in a container with 
a spirit for a given amount of time to extract 
the essential oils and compounds that carry 
flavors—add complexity, subtlety and nuance 
to classic cocktails and modern drinks alike. 

Not that flavored spirits are anything new. A 
common boozy treat around the globe, infused 
liquors have always been around in the US., 
but they really caught the eye of American 
producers in the mid- to late ’90s. Everything 
from cranberry to lemon and currants went 
into the mix. Sorority girls across the country 
were thrilled and mixologists took advantage 
of the new flavors to invent a huge range of 
cocktails— most of them ending in “tini.” 

Flash forward to 2010, and the ingredi- 
ents in commercially infused spirits have 
gotten even more far-fetched. We’ve gone far 
beyond honey, lime, coconut and even ginger- 
flavored liquors to a land where carnivorous 
cocktail drinkers sip vodka infused with 
bacon and smoked salmon. 

Chicago mixologists such as Nacional 27’s 
Adam Seger, The Drawing Room’s Charles 
Joly and The Violet Hour’s Mike Ryan are 
pushing the limits, making their own bitters, 
infusing liquors with imaginative flavors and 
inventing cocktail recipes that would make 
even the most diabolical mad scientist proud. 

And if none of the flavors available in the 
liquor stores and bars matches your taste, 
there always is the option to infuse bottles of 
boozy goodness your own way. 

It’s pretty simple, and the sky is the limit on 
the flavors you can create. Big fan of straw- 
berries and kiwi? Mix up a batch of home- 
made strawberry-kiwi rum. Want to capture 
summer peaches in a cocktail? Show off your

However, making your own infused spirits 
isn’t quite as simple as dumping a pile of 
whatever fruits, herbs or spices you want into 
a bottle of booze. There are three key rules to 
keep in mind. 


Use quality hooch 
Sure, you could use a 114-liter bottle of 
rotgut vodka, but imperfections in the 
liquor base become more glaring during the 
infusion process, especially when working 
with subtle flavors such as tea or lavender. 


Less is more 
The temptation is to put in as much 
flavor as possible. Don’t. Not only will 


those flavors be overpowering and complete- 
ly ruin whatever subtleties once were in your 
liquor of choice, but if you’re using fruit, the 
fruit often will absorb a significant amount of 
the liquid in trade for its own essence. This 
leaves you with mildly boozy juice rather 

than tasty infused spirits. 


Have fun with it 
Figuring out flavors isn’t just a thought 
process, it’s also good times. You don’t 
want to waste liquor, but you'll have to 
experiment a bit to find the ingredients that 
work for you.

Lapsang 
tea-infused 
tequila 


Master mixologist Peter Vestino 
developed the cocktail service at The 
Exchange in Wicker Park, where you'll 
find The Smoke and Mirror cocktail, 

a complex mix of flavors combining 
Casa Noble blanco tequila, lime, 

egg white and agave nectar. What 
makes it truly special is the treatment 
Vestino and his crew give the tequila 
before it ever makes it into the shaker. 
He infuses it with Lapsang Souchong 
tea. This black tea is dried over pine 
fires, giving it an intriguing smoky 
flavor to impart to the tequila. 


SUPPLIES 

» 750 ml Casa Noble blanco tequila 

» 4 cup Lapsang Souchong tea 

» Fine mesh strainer or colander with 
cheesecloth 

» Pitcher large enough to hold the 
tequila 


DIRECTIONS 

» Pour the tequila into the pitcher and 
add tea leaves (put them in a tea ball 
or bag). 

» The alcohol will draw flavor and 
color from the leaves very quickly, 
so an hour is more than enough to 
draw out all the flavor you need. 

» Strain and pour the tequila back into 
the bottle for use. 


Pineapple- 
infused vodka 


While you can get pineapple 
vodka off of a liquor store shelf, 
there is an enormous flavor 
difference if you make your 
own. Homemade pineapple- 
infused vodka is brighter, 
with far more pronounced 
pineapple notes and, best of 
all, no odd chemical flavors. 
It makes a tasty, summery 
twist on a martini and pairs 
well with tonic. Making your 
own is fairly easy. 


SUPPLIES 

» 2 cups fresh pineapple 

» 750 ml bottle of quality 
vodka 

» Clean container/pitcher 
with airtight lid large 
enough to hold the 
pineapple and the 
vodka 

» Fine mesh strainer 

» Coffee filters (optional) 


DIRECTIONS 


» Cut the pineapple into large chunks and place in the 
bottom of the container. 

» Pour the vodka over the pineapple and allow to steep for 
approximately three days (any longer than that and there 
are chemical compounds in pineapple that will leech out 
and turn your delicious liquor into a funky-smelling mess). 

» When it’s ready, strain the vodka. It’ll be a bit cloudy, but 
if you line the strainer with coffee filters you'll be left with 
something that looks just like vodka and tastes like a trip 
to the tropics. 


Bacon-infused bourbon 


Bacon makes everything better. That includes alcohol, and especially bourbon, 
which pairs incredibly well with bacon. The caramel undercurrents act like maple 
syrup and match nicely with the richness and smoke of the bacon. The whiskey’s 
warm spice brings it all together. It’s perfect for summer—a shot or two of the stuff 
dropped into a chocolate milkshake is about as close to perfection as you can get. 


SUPPLIES 

» 750 ml bottle of 
good bourbon 

» 1 pound bacon 

» Pitcher with a 
wide mouth and 
airtight lid 

» Fine mesh 
strainer » When cold 

» Coffee filters 


Once cool, 


DIRECTIONS 

» Fry or bake the bacon and reserve all of the grease. Whatever you do, 
don’t burn the meat! 

» Strain the grease through the mesh strainer and allow it to cool. 


pour it into the pitcher along with the bourbon and give 


the mixture a good stir. 
» Put the whole mess into the freezer for a few hours or overnight. 

You can pass the time by munching on your pound of bacon. 
, the grease will float to the top and form a solid cap on the 
liquid. Pull the solids out and discard, then strain the liquid. It’ll keep in 


the fridge for two to three weeks. You can use this same process on

When homey Ravenswood tavern Fountainhead 
opened earlier this year, it quickly became known 
for a solid collection of craft beer and whiskey: The 
bar’s new Sunday brunch menu, launched July 4, 
pays similar respects to booze by dedicating half 
the menu space to a.m. drinking options. Chef 
Robyn Marfurt suitably whips up hearty dishes that 
will fit the bill if you had one too many the night 
before—at Fountainhead or elsewhere. 


Hangover helpers: After a late night of cocktail- 
ing, we reveled in the egg-topped hash ($9), cubes 
of pork belly, apples, Andouille and potato all coat- 
ed in zesty barbecue sauce. Phil’s Hangover ($9)—a 
bowl of cheese fries topped with sausage gravy and 
sunnyside-up eggs —also is an obvious choice. 

Sweet treats: For a taste of something sweet, 
split an order of beignets ($7) among the table. 
Rolled in a sugar-spice mix and served with coffee 
creme anglaise and homemade strawberry jam for 
dipping, these doughnuts are delish. The only other 
sweet dish on the menu is French toast with honey- 
laced mascarpone, rhubarb compote and peaches. 

Pass on: The Tortilla ($9). This Spanish-style 
platter featuring a wedge of cold potato omelet with

grilled chorizo, smoked manchego cheese slices and 
figs delivers just what it promises but may be disap- 
pointing at a table of more decadent dishes. 

Is it lunchtime yet? Popular sandwiches from the 
regular menu (pork belly, braised pork shoulder) 
don’t make the brunch lineup, but you will find a 
bacon-topped egg salad sandwich ($6) on a pretzel 
bun with house-made sweet potato chips. 

Day drinking: Brewhounds can zero in on the 
Great Beers for Breakfast section for recommenda- 
tions such as Meantime coffee porter ($8), Dark 
Horse raspberry ale ($5) or Left Hand milk stout 
($5), a morning favorite of beverage director Phil 
Kuhl. Look to the Nap Instigators section for a 
lineup of unique cocktails, including Mary Had a 
Little Sheep ($8), a bloody mary with Sheep Dip 
scotch in lieu of vodka. 

Buzz factor: Servers pour steaming cups of Julius 
Meinl coffee, and you can even order it doctored 
up with Finian’s Irish whiskey, brown sugar and 
house-made whipped cream ($5). Fountainhead 
also shows love for down-the-street neighbor Julius 
Meinl by serving the cafe’s cheddar-chive and 
bacon-chocolate scones ($3 each).

Arm yourself 
against pit stains

Anyone who has worn a white shirt likely 
has encountered the irksome case of the 
stubborn yellow armpit stain. 

You can beat those pesky stains. First 
step? Know thy enemy. The yellow stains 
happen when sebum, oily underarm secre- 
tions that come from the hair follicle, isn’t 
washed out of clothing well and forms a 
yellow stain during the drying process, said 
Mike Norton, spokesman for Proctor and 
Gamble, maker of deodorants including 
the Old Spice and Secret lines. 

Antiperspirants can exacerbate the stain- 
ing because some of their ingredients cling 
to fabric, providing a layer where the sebum 
can deposit, Norton said. So even though 
sebum alone can cause yellow stains, anti- 
perspirants can make them worse. 


REMOVE STAINS 

The University of Illinois Extension’s Stain 
Solutions website (web.extension. illinois. 
edu/stain) lists removal tips for more than 


200 types of stains. Though stains that have 


been laundered and dried are difficult to 


remove, several repetitions of the following 
techniques might be able to conquer them, 


said Susan Taylor, extension educator for 
consumer and family economics. 


To get rid of perspiration stains, soak the 
shirt in detergent containing enzymes (it'll 
say so on the label) for 10-15 minutes before 
laundering it according to the specified fab- 
ric instructions. If that doesn’t work, pre-treat 
fresh stains with ammonia and old stains 


FIGHT OFF STAINS 
Opt for deodorant instead of antiperspirant. 
The ingredients sebum clings to are the active 
ingredients that make antiperspirant effective 
in the first place, namely aluminum salts such 
as aluminum zirconium tetrachlorohydrex gly. 
You’re hard-pressed to find antiperspirants 
without aluminum ingredients, which prevent 
sweat production by clogging pores. 
Deodorants, which mask smell but don’t 
guard against wetness, generally don’t con- 
tain aluminum. Deodorants can contain other 
ingredients that trap sebum, including waxes 
such as stearyl alcohol and hydrogenated cas- 
tor oil, but they’re typically more water soluble 
than antiperspirants and more easily removed. 
Don't let stains set. After wearing, rinse 
your shirt’s armpit areas in cold water before 
laundering. 


with white vinegar. 

For deodorant and antiperspirant stains, 
scrape off excess material with a blunt knife 
before soaking the shirt for 15 minutes ina 
mixture of 1 quart lukewarm water, 2 tea- 
spoon liquid hand dishwashing detergent 
and 1 tablespoon ammonia. Rub the fabric 
from the back to loosen the stain, then soak 
the shirt for another 15 minutes in the same 
mixture. 

After rinsing, soak the stain in an enzyme- 
containing detergent for at least 30 minutes; 
soak aged stains for several hours. Then 
launder. If the color stain remains, launder 
using chlorine or oxygen bleach.
